Just FYI - Scot has an automated out-of -office reply saying he's on leave with no date of return given. It 
just gives a main # to call. I called and was referred to Allen Koblin as someone who might be able to 
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help or know who could. They didn't properly connect me to his voicemail so I sent him an email. 

I'll keep you posted with any updated contact info I get, since I imagine many of the BIDs will be looking 
for Scot during petition season.
